When ‘first attached to Intelll- 
ence, I.t. Miller experimented 
with small craft, intended to 
curry out a ferry service across 
the Buy of Biscay. The ides 
proved impracticable but) was 
replaced by using motor gun- 
boats which, running the gaunt. 
let of German patrols and abore 
defences. landed agents and 
supplies for the Maquis by 
meany vf surf-boats. 

There were narrow escapes 
from capture on many occasions. 
One moonless night, a gunboat, 
sipping quietly towards — the 
French — coast, was auddenly 
iHuminated by a starshetl and 
fired on by H.M.S. Black Prince, 
which had mlataken the ship for 
an E-Boat. The assignmen’ had 
been to pick up three ageuts but 
it was found that they had been 
caught by a German patrol. 


Lost IN FOG 


On another of the secret lial- 
agna, Lt. Miller landed with sup- 
plies and three French civilians, 
but on the return journey with 
two wounded Frenchmen, escap- 
ing the Gestapo, the surf-boat 
became fost in a fog. 

“The time for the rentezvovn 
came without the gunbuat being 
located. The party was only 
picked up when the ship reveal- 
ed {its position by starting Its 
enyines,, A clash with two Ger- 
man patrol vessela resulted but 
the gunboat succeeded in elud- 
ing the pursuers. 

Lt. Miller is now commanding 
officer of H.M. Motor Launch 
1082 which has been carrying 
out anti-piracy patruls in the 
Hong Kong area and taking part 
in the Canton River mincsweep- 
ing.

While merchants run round in 
circles in seeking clues to lost 
property—much of this Is at 
present under seal—British con- 
cerns will certainly be fewer 
here if and when they find them- 
selves in a position to resume. 

The well-known Taku Tus and 
Lighter Company has been 
finally liquidated after its direc- 
tors sold the entire fleet to the 
Japanese shortly before Pearl 
Harbour, with payment being 
made in England. 

Export and import 
cannot place orders‘ until the 
rate of exchange is fixel and 
stubilised and, in the meantime, 
most of them serve ns billeta for 
United States Marmes. 

The city's leading department 
stores, os well as Jardine, 
Metheson’s and Butterfield an 
Swire’s offices, are all occupled 
by American military personnel. 
The Tientgin Press Limited, the 
city’s. lending printers and pub- 
Hshors, now have 
reading “Press Cafe.” 
owned hotels have resumed 
operations, but linen, cutlery 
and crockery are sorely deplet- 
ed.
